When Richard Nixon took office on January 20, 1969* he 
had two clear alternatives on the Indochina war: 

(1) He could get out, allowing the matter to be settled by 
the Vietnamese themselves, whether North Vietnamese or 
South Vietnamese, communists or anti-communists, 

(2) He could continue fighting to keep a pro-American 
regime in power in Saigon- 
He chose the latter course, substituting the use of 

American air power for American ground troops. This in- 
sistence on imposing the Thieu regime on the people of 
South Vietnam ensured that no negotiations could take 
place. Richard Nixon began by ignoring the clear signal, re- 
ported in National Security Memorandum No. 1, that the 
other side would scale down the fighting if only he would 
withdraw. He consistently refused to consider various peace 
plans, including the most recent and most generous 7 
plan, which allows for the return of American POWs. sri i 
turn of American troops, and a non-communist coaJifns 
government in Saigon, if only he will set a date for total 
withdrawal. The American Embassy engineered the re-election 
of Thieu in the one-man October 1971 election, despite the 
fact that a compromise candidate would have cleared the 
way for an end to the war. And Nixon substituted attempts 
to pressure and bribe the Soviet Union and China for any 
attempt to find a solution in Indochina, 
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Back in Indochina, Mr. Nixon's years have brought un- 
precedented misery. Between January 20, 1969 and March 
30, 1972, he doubled the bombing of Laos, sent 20,000 
South Vietnamese troops into southern Laos and 10,000 
Thai troops into northern Laos; he initiated a full-scale air 
war in Cambodia; he resumed the bombing of North Viet- 
nam, striking it on over 360 occasions; he greatly increased 
the Phoenix program in South Vietnam which killed tens of 
thousands of civilians without trial, and increased the secret 
police, ARVN, and the jailing of political prisoners as well. 

By March 30, 1972, the other side Provisional Revolu- 
tionary Government fPRGj and the Democratic Republic of 
Vietnam [DRV] realized that it had little hope of forcing 
the Americans to leave Indochina without launching a major 
offensive. It did so 3 and Nixon responded by tripling U.S. 
air and naval forces in the area, re-instituting the full-scale 
bombing of North Vietnam, removing previous limitations 
on strikes against civilian targets, mining and blockading 
North Vietnam's harbors, and laying waste vast portions of 
South Vietnam. 

By now over six million human beings have been killed, 
wounded, captured or made homeless since Richard Nixon 
made the fateful decision to continue fighting in Indochina. 

And far more death and destruction is yet to come as 
long as Richard Nixon maintains these current policies. 

We are no closer to peace now than we were 25 years 
ago. On the contrary, it has now become American policy 
to destroy any city, town, locality or person judged to be as- 
sociated with the "enemy" from the air. The agony of Indo- 
china has only begun. 

The documentation presented here on the human cost of 
the war during Richard Nixon's first V/i years in office is 
thus only part of the story. In many ways it is the less im- 
portant part. 

For nothing will bring back those who have already 
been lost. 

Far more important are the millions more who will fall 
in the months and years to come until the Nixon Admini- 
stration is forced to change its current policy.

VII. The human cost to the Indochinese also con- 
tinues to mount daily. Although continuing to 
withdraw U.S. ground troops from Vietnam, Nixon 
has assembled the greatest armada in the history of 
the war outside of Indochina, which drops over 

1 10,000 tons of bombs monthly, 2 tons every 
sixty seconds on Indochina. (Source: Pentagon 
Information Office)

B. The official record does not include the follow- 
ing civilian victims: 

(1) More than two million South Vietnamese 
civilians n ot recorded in refugee camps are esti- 
mated by the U*S. Senate Subcommittee to have 
been made homeless under Johnson and Nixon. 
The Subcommittee believes that most of these 
have gone to live in the cities with relatives* Given 
the fact that they are not recorded, the Subcom- 
mittee has nade no estimate on a year by year 
breakdown. So they are not included in the of- 
ficial record. 

(2) The tens of thousands of Laotian civilians 
who nave been killed and wounded by U*S. bomb- 
ing in Laos. The Air War in Indochina, a Cornell 
University Study, estimates that Nixon dropped 
1,230,000 tons of bombs on Laos between 1969 
and the end of 1971* (See p. 281*) Also not in- 
cluded are Laotian refugees counted between May 
197 1 and the present, and Laotian civilians killed 
or wounded by ground fighting. 

(3) The tens of thousands of Cambodian civilians 
killed and wounded by U.S. 'bombing in that 
country. The same Cornell study estimates 
176,000 tons of bombs dropped in Cambodia dur- 
ing 1970 and 1971, which may be compared with 
the 154,000 tons of bombs dropped on Japan in 
World War II. Also not included are Cambodian 
civilians killed and wounded by ground fighting. 

(4) The tens of thousands of North Vietnamese 
civilians killed and wounded by U.S. bombing in 
North Vietnam between January 1969 and the 
present* Tonnage figures for the Nixon years are 
not available. However, the Pentagon Information 
Office reveals that there were 369 "protective 
reaction" strikes between January 1969 and 
April 8, 1972, including nearly a dozen sustained 
periods of several days, during which hundreds of 
aircraft attached North Vietnam. Since April 8, 
of course, full-scale bombing of North Vietnam 
has been resumed— more massive and indiscrimin- 
ate than under Johnson. Therefore it can safely 



be assumed that civilian casualties since April 8 
have been over the one thousand a week that 
former Defense Secretary McNamara estimated 
they were back in 1967. (See the N. Y. Times 
version of the Pentagon Papers, the McNamara 
estimate reprinted on p. 580). It may be fair to 
estimate, for example, that more than 16,000 
North Vietnamese civilians have been killed or 
wounded by our bombing between April 8 and 
August 12. 

II. Nearly 1.5 million military victims 

A. The official record shows that 1,489,240 
combatants on all sides have been killed or wound- 
ed under Nixon. (J: 1,333,215). The source for 
these figures is the Pentagon Information Office.

III, QveT 3.7 million tons of bombs, more than 
any leader in history has dropped. 

A* The of fecial record shows that Nixon has 
dropped 3,633,022 tons of bombs between Janu- 
ary 1969 and June 30, 1972* (J: 3,191,417) 

(1) The 1969-1971 bomb tonnage figures can be 
found in the Pentagon print-outs in the Air War in 
Indochina, pp. 270-272. The bomb tonnage figures 
for Jan*- June 1972 can be obtained by telephone

(2) Nixon's overall bomb tonnage can be com- 
pared to the 2,000,000 tons dropped by the U*S. 
on two continents in World War II, the 1,000,000 
tons dropped on Korea, the 33,000 tons used by 
the British in Malaya. Nixon's tonnage is the 
equivalent of 185 Hiroshimas, roughly one a week*

IV. Over 40^000 civilians executed without trial. 



"Those who have had a chance for four years and could not 
produce peace should not be given another chance."

A. The official record shows that 38,739 civilians 
were killed between January 1969 and July 31, 
1971, (J: 2,255) 

(1) 40,994 civilians are reported as killed by the 
Phoenix program, a CIA-directed project to elim- 
inate suspected "enemy civilians,' from its incep- 
tion in August 1968 until the middle of 1971. This 
figure is found in an official booklet put out by the 
Tnieu regime's Ministry of Information, entitled 
"Vietnam 1967-1971, Toward Peace and Prosper- 
ity", p. 52. The latest figure in the book is July 31, 
197L 

(2) The Kissinger papers reveal that 2,255 civili- 
ans were killed by the Phoenix program between 
its inception in August 1968 and January 1969. 
See the Congressional Record, May 11, 1972, 

p. E5Q19, By subtracting the 2,255 killed in 1968 
from the overall total by the middle of 1971, we 
find that 38,739 civilians had been murdered by 
Phoenix under Nixon by July 31, 1971, 

B. The officii record does not include the

V, Over 13 million bomb craters, 1.7 billion cubic 
yards of earth displaced, 750,000 acres bulldozed. 

A. Between 1965 and 1971, professors Arthur H. 
Westing and E.W. Pfeiffer of tie American Associ- 
ation for the Advancement of Science estimated 
that 26*1 million bomb craters were produced, 
3*4 billion cubic yards of earth were displaced 
(423,000 acres) and 750,000 acres of crop and 
forest land were destroyed* (See Scientific 
American, May 1912, p. 24} 

(1) About 50% of the overall tonnage dropped be- 
tween 1965 and 1971 were dropped during Nixon's 
first three years in office (1969-71). This means that 
about 50% of the bomb craters and 50% of the 
earth displacement, 1 3 million bomb craters and 
1.7 billion cubic yards of earth displaced (21 1,000 
acres) occurred under Nixon* (J: 1 3 million, 1 .7 
billion) 

(2) Although the first Rome Plows, giant bull- 
dozers were introduced in South Vietnam in Aug- 
ust 1966, they were originally used only for road- 
side clearing. It was not until the end of 1969 that 
they began to be employed for widespread ecologi- 
cal destruction. By August 1971, Westing and 
Pfeiffer estimate, over 750,000 acres of crop and 
forest land had been made bare, {See Scientific 
American, May 1972, p. 28J. Thus almost all the 
bulldozing has occurred under Nixon, 
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B. These figures do not include the number of 
bomb craters and earth displaced in 1972, nor the 
number of acres bulldozed since August 1971. 

(1) In a telephone interview, Professor Westing 
estimated that 100,000 tons of aerial-dropped 
munitions produced some 200,000 craters and dis- 
placed some 20 million cubic yards of earth. By 
this reckoning the 500,000 tons dropped by Nixon 
during the first 6 months of 1972 has produced 
one million new bomb craters and 1 00 million new 
cubic yards of earth displaced by Nixon during the 
first six months of 1972. 

(2) In addition, Professor Westing reported that 
he and Professor Pfeiffer were told upon leaving 
Vietnam in August 1971 that the bulldozing pro- 
gram was continuing at a rate of 1,000 new acres 
bulldozed per day. Although the program was of- 
ficially announced as curtailed some months back, 
Professor Westing believes it may have continued 
under the Thieu Regime's direction. There is every 
reason to believe, therefore^ that the total number 
ot" acres bulldozed under Nixon may well exceed 
one million! 

VI. The war has already cost over $59 billion, 
20,000 Americans killed, 110,000 Americans 
wounded, 500 captured or missing Americans 
under Nixon. It continues to cost $20 million and 
ten American casualties a day, as well as prolonged 
confinement for over 350 Americans still held by 
the DRV. 

A. The official record shows that between Janu- 
ary 1, 1969 and June 30, 1972, $59,6 billion was 
spent, 20,327 Americans were killed, 110,968 
Americans were wounded, 337 Americans cap- 
tured or missing in action, 

(1) Figures for killed and wounded Americans 
were obtained from the Pentagon Information 
Office, as described above, (See "II -Nearly PA 
million combatants have been killed or wounded 
under Nixon "above.) 

(2) Congressman Donald W, Riegle, (Republican- 
Michigan) released figures obtained for him by the 
Library of Congress from the Department of De- 
fense, Defense News Branch, Public Affairs Office. 
They include 467 Americans missing in action 
under Nixon and 70 listed as POWs between 1969 
and July 1972. 

(3) Congressman Riegle's figures also show cost 
figures were $12 billion for February 1, 1969 
through June 30, 1969; $23. 1 billion for fiscal 
year (FY) 1970; $15*3 billion for FY 1971; and 
$9.2 billion for FY 1972, for a grand total of 
$59.6 billion under Nixon. 

B. Present figures indicate that the war continues 
to cost some $20 million and 10 American casual- 
ties daily, 

(1) The $20 million a day figure is based on bud- 
get authorization demanded by Secretary of De- 
fense Laird for FY 1973 of about $7 billion. Many 
experts estimate that the war may well cost far 
more. 

(2) Between April 1 and August 5, 1972, the 
Pentagon Information Office reports that 287 
Americans were killed for hostile and non-hostile 
causes, 656 Americans were wounded, both hos- 
pitalized and non-hospitalized, and 126 were listed 
as either missing in action or captured. Thus an 
average 13 Americans have been killed, wounded 
or captured every day between the beginning of 
the Vietnamese offensive on April 1, 1972 and 
August 5, 1972, Since the fighting continues at a 
high level, it seems fair to assume that at least 10 
Americans continue to fall victim to the war every 
day. 

VII. Nixon's huge armada of air and naval power 
continues to drop 2 tons of bombs every 60 sec- 
onds on Indochina, 

A, Newspaper and official sources reveal that 
there are over 1.400 fixed-wing aircraft, 700 heli- 



copters, 50 U.S. warships, 35,(^0 U.S. combat 
advisers in South Vietnam, and 200,000 U.S. air 
and navy men outside Indochina, waging war 
against it. This is the greatest air and naval armada 
in the history of war, 

(1) There are 800 U.S. fighter bombers piloted 
by Americans, 400 U,S, bombers being flown by 
Vietnamese, Thai, Laotian and Cambodian pilots, 
200 B 52s being flown by the U.S, Air Force 
Strategic Command, 700 helicopters and well over 
50 U.S. Navy warships in the Gulf of Tonkin from 
which the naval shelling, aerial bombardment, 
.mining and blockading of North Vietnam is being 
carried out 

(2) By September 1 , 1 972, there were under 
39,000 U.S. ground advisers on land in South Viet- 
nam. By contrast, as of August 15, 1972, U.S, 
forces outside Indochina included some 95,000 
directly waging war against Indochina from Thai- 
land and the Gulf of Tonkin, and another 100,000 
directly involved in the war stretching back to 
Hawaii. This breaks down as follows: (a) 45,000 
men in Thailand; (b) 50,000 men in the Gulf of 
Tonkin; (c) 45,000 men in Okinawa; (d) 18,000 
men in the Philippines; (e) 6,000 men in Taiwan; 
(f) 10,000 men in Guam; (g) 25,000 men in 
Hawaii. All these men are involved in one way or 
another in waging the war against Indochina. 

B. This armada dropped 1 1 2,460 tons of bombs 
on Indochina during June 1972, the latest month 
for which figures are available. This works out to 
well over 2 tons every 60 seconds. Figures for 
succeeding months are expected to continue at 
this level or higher. 
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
